1 . SUMMARY. TRAIN TRANSPORTATION IS REPORTEDLY 
RAPIDLY RETURNING TO NORMAL, ALL HIGHWAYS ARE OPEN, 

AND PORTS ARE WORKING NORMALLY. Z "NATIONAL COMMITTEE 
OF ASSISTANCE" UNDER MRS CEAUSESCU HAS BEEN FORMED TO 
COORDINATE USE OF FOREIGN ASSISTANCE, AND ROMANIAN 
CITIZENS AND INSTITUTIONS HAVE BEEN ENCOURAGED TO 
CONTRIBUTE TO A DISASTER RELIEF FUND. UNDP REP TOLD 
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US REOMANIA HAS PASSED STAGE OF NEEDING HUMANITARIAN 
RELIEF TO ONE OF RECONSTRUCTION AID. REP PROVIDED 
US WITH LISTING BY COUNTRY/ORGANIZATION OF FOREIGN 
AID RECEIVED AS OF MARCH 9. END SUMMARY. 

2. TRANSPORTATION: BUCHAREST PRESS MARCH 1 1 (ROMANIA 
LIBERA) REPORTS TRAINS ARE OPERATING ON ALL LINES, BUT 
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WITH RESTRICTED SPEED ON SOME DAMAGED ONES. ACTIVITY 
AT BUCHAREST NORTH STATION, CITY'S PRINCIPAL PASSENGER 
TERMINAL IS RETURNING TO NORMAL. MOST TRAINS DIVERTED 
TO SECONDARY STATIONS ARE NOW USING NORTH STATION. ALL 
HIGHWAYS ARE OPEN, BUT SPEED LIMITS HAVE BEEN REDUCED 
ON A FEW, ESPECIALLY OVER RIVER BRIDGES. PORT ACTIVITY 
IS NORMAL. 

3. GOVERNMENT PROGRAM: POLEXCO MEETING MARCH 10 ANNOUNCED

REP STATED GOR HAD ASKED HIM TO AUTHORIZE THE DOLS 
20,000 HE IS EMPOWERED TO DISBURSE, BUT HE COUNTERED 
THAT HE COULD DO SO ONLY IF GOR OUTLINED THE SPECIFIC 
HUMANITARIAN NEEDS FOR WHICH MONEY WOULD BE USED. 

THESE FUNDS CANNOT BE USED FOR RECONSTRUCTION NEEDS. 

HE WAS NOT OPTIMISTIC THAT UN WOULD PROVDE RECON- 
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STRUCTION FUNDS BECAUSE 
ROMANIA IS NOT CONSIDERED AN 

UNDERDEVELOPED COUNTRY ON SAME LEVEL AS, FOR EXAMPLE, 
GUATEMALA OR PAKISTN.
